Dogs and bees and snakes, oh my!

I S any place truly safe from the 
threat of bloodthirsty beasts? 
Short answer: Yes, every- 
where actually, because statistically 
speaking your chances of getting 
killed by an animal are basically zero. 
But! 

If you suffer from an extreme de- 
bUitating phobia of sharks or bees 
or carnivorous cows, which would 
be the absolute worst places to live 
in the United States— that is, where 
are animal fatalities the highest? 

Fortunately for us, the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention 
provides geographic breakdowns of 
its fatahty data. The map at right tal- 
lies all 2,989 animal-caused deaths in 
the U.S. from 1999 to 2013. 

It’s important to note that these 
are raw numbers, not rates. This 
is because the numbers are gener- 
ally so small that rates aren’t terribly 
useful— the CDC often suppresses 
them or lists them as “unreliable.”

When social media becomes destructive

Facebook, Twitter use 
can bring on depression, 
envy, relationship issues

If you’re like most of the world, you make 
time for following friends on social media. In 
fact, 71 percent of adults who go online use 
Facebook and 23 percent use Twitter, accord- 
ing to the Pew Research Center, That isn’t 
a bad thing at all. Positive posting and com- 
munication can be a real boost to your confi- 
dence and sense of connection to others. 

It can be surprisingly easy, though, to un- 
consciously slip into less healthful behavior 
on social media, and that can lead to anxiety 
and depression. 

Want to beat that “Facebook funk”? Re- 
searchers have identified which habits can 
lead to trouble and how to change your social 
media perspective to improve your mood and 
outlook. 

Don’t believe all their hype 

A study by the University of Houston found 
that buying into the details of other people’s 
postings on Facebook can lead to symptoms 
of depression. If you’re looking at your col- 
lege roommate’s wildly romantic honeymoon 
photos, for instance, it’s natural to feel inad- 
equate if you’re still single. Researchers found 
that this is a very common form of distorted 
thinking because study subjects who felt this 
way didn’t take into account that they were 
looking at a “highlight reel.” 

“This can be an unhealthy perception be- 
cause, of course, people present themselves in 
the best possible light with whatever message 
they are sending out on Facebook,” says study 
co-author Mai-Ly Nguyen Steers, a teaching 
fellow at the university 

The more time you spend on Facebook, 
the more these false perceptions can become 
cemented. (Those who participated in the 
study spent about 30 to 60 minutes a day on 
Facebook.) To get a more realistic view of 
a friend’s experiences. Steers stresses, it is 
important to spend time together in real life, 
not just virtually 

Feeling envious? Stop lurking 

Do you feel a stab of jealousy every time you 
read on social media about your cousin’s gor- 
geous new home or your boss’ exciting Euro- 
pean vacation? 

“Surveillance” of those you know in order 
to get an inside glimpse of their material suc- 
cess is a potentially destructive behavior, ac- 


cording to researchers at the University of 
Missouri. Measuring monetary or lifestyle 
achievements of someone you know can lead 
to negative feelings that person will not be 
aware you have and easily can lead you to cre- 
ate tension in a relationship where there was 
none. The more often you visit a particular 
person’s Facebook page, the more envious, 
and eventually depressed, you may end up 


feeling too. 

“Most people who suffer from Facebook 
envy and depression tend to lurk quite a lot, 
and that repetition reinforces those bad feel- 
ings and impressions,” says study co-author 
Margaret E. Duffy chair of the strategic com- 
munications faculty at the Missouri School of 
Journalism. 

“If you’re constantly checking up on people

and not feeling great about it, ask yourself, 
‘What am I accomplishing by doing this?’ ” 
Duffy says. 

Also, figure out what factors in your fife are 
causing stress and making you sad, and there- 
fore susceptible to envy 

Don’t tweet your every thought 

A second study by the University of Missouri 
found that people who send Twitter mes- 
sages often— about anything and everything 
they’re doing — experience more strife in 
their marriages and romantic relationships 
than those who don’t tweet about their fives 
in detail. 

This is most likely because over-sharing 
your life with others on Twitter, direct mes- 
saging and posting images can create relation- 
ship conflict. Not only are you potentially 
developing bonds with new people, but also 
that bonding may deepen and lead to infidel- 
ity and subsequently divorce, according to the 
study’s author, doctoral student Russell Clay- 
ton. Twitter-related conflict doesn’t just affect 
bored, long-married couples either. Clayton 
found that couples who had been together for 
both short and long durations could be nega- 
tively affected. 

Another study by researchers at Boston 
University and Pontifical Catholic University 
of Chile in Santiago found that heavy social 
media users are 32 percent more likely to 
think about leaving their spouses.

Seinfeld, Mahen 
More cranky than 
comic these days

On his podcast, comedian Todd Glass recently 
addressed the argument that the politically 
correct thought-control police would have de- 
stroyed the career of his icon George Carlin. 
Glass countered that if Carlin were alive today, 
he would have evolved with the times instead 
of holding on to the language of the past. 

That’s not terribly realistic. If Jerry Seinfeld 
and Bill Maher’s now-frequent outbursts are 
any indication, great comedians are no better 
than anyone else at adapting to shifting mores. 

Seinfeld made headlines recently because 
he said he was no longer willing to play college 
campuses, which he said felt stifling because 
modern students are too politically correct. 
On “Late Night With Seth Meyers” earlier 
this month, Seinfeld mentioned one joke that 
doesn’t fly anymore— about how the hand 
gestures required to manipulate a smartphone 
make iPhone users look like gay French kings. 

“I did this line recently in front of an audi- 
ence-comedy is where you can kind of feel, 
like, an opinion— and they thought, ‘What do 
you mean, gay? What are you talking about 
gay?’... And I thought. Are you kidding me?’ ” 

Maher has been on a similar tear. On 
“Real Time With Bill Maher” this month, he 
referred to Caitlyn Jenner as a “he” and then 
patted himself on the back for being bold 
enough to taunt the “pronoun police.” 

Both comedians seem to think they are 
taking stands against oppressive touchiness, 
but when I watch them rant, I think of old 
men yelling at kids to get off their front lawns. 
They see that their jokes don’t get the re- 
sponses they once did, but instead of blaming 
themselves, they blame the world. 

In an interview with ESPN Radio, Seinfeld 
talked about his wife telling their 14-year-old 
daughter that, in the years ahead, she might 
want to spend more time in the city so she can 
“see boys.” The daughter responded that her 
mother’s assumption was sexist. 

It’s telling that Seinfeld didn’t ask his 
daughter why such a comment was sexist but 
instead decided she “just wanted” to use words 
such as “racist,” “sexist” and “prejudice.” 
Without bothering to explore his daughter’s 
thinking, Seinfeld decided that kids her age 
“don’t know what they’re talking about.” 

There is no healthy exchange of ideas in the 
scene Seinfeld described, no debate. Nothing 
is learned; nobody’s mind is opened. It’s like 
an episode of “Seinfeld.” 

Comedy increasingly is taking the form of a 
conversation rather than a one-way expression 
of ideas and information, and cranky older 
comedians who opt out of this dialogue risk 
becoming reUcs of an earlier era.
